An appeal to the pu blic was 
issu ed today by James Franks, 
su perintendent of Bothwell Mem 
orial Hospital, who asked that rela­ 
tiv es and friends of patients in the 
hospital observ e v isiting hou rs and 
v olu ntarily limit the nu mber of 
v isitors. 
Franks ex plained that the hos­ 
pital is ru nning at fu U capacity 
and an ex cessiv e nu mber of v isi­ 
tors in recent weeks has impaired 
the patient care by hav ing rooms 
and corridors so fu ll of v isitors the 
nu rsing staff at times cou ld not 
carry ou t its du ties. He empha­ 
sized that no v isitors can be allow­ 
ed ou tside 
the 
regu lar 
v isiting 
hou rs which are: 2 to 4 p.m. and 
7 
to 
8; 30 
p.m. 
only . Children 
u nder the age of 14 will not be 
admitted as v isitors. 
‘It does not seem many when 
two or three relativ es or friends 
decide to v isit a patient,” Franks 
said. “Howev er, with three patients 
in many of the rooms, that means 
from six to nine 
v isitors.” 
He 
pointed ou t that hospital patients 
are ill and in need of rest and 
often wou ld more appreciate see­ 
ing their v isitors du ring the period 
of recu peration at home following 
release from the hospital. 
In an effort to aid the hospital 
patients, alway s the primary aim 
of the hospital, an age limit of 14 
y ears has 
been 
established 
for 
v isitors. No children u nder this age 
can v isit in the hospital at any 
time.

Then there was a noise like an 
ex plosion.

Noland said a wire screen mesh 
that was part of the bu ilding fell 
on the people hu ddled in the rear 
of the bu ilding “trapping u s like 
a fish net.” 
“I got one hand free and ripped 
the screen off me,” he related. 
‘I got my dau ghter ou t. Then I 
started picking u p the stone, piece 
by piece u ntil I f(Hind my wife. 
She was in a crou ched position 
with her back broken. 
“Some men helped me carry my 
wife and child ou t.”

Several inqu iries have been re­ 
ceived recently for another discu s­ 
sion of migraine headaches and 
one in particu lar 
ask.s whether 
there is anything new. 


1 do not know of anything dra­ 
matically “new” in the treatment 
oi migraine headaches, bu t the 
u nderstanding of them 
and 
the 
people who have them, has been 
improved in recent years. 
The first step is to make su re 
that the headaches are tru ly of 
the "migraine” type and not some 
other form of recu rring headache. 
One clu e is the fact that most 
of those with migraine headaches 
develop pecu liar feelings or sensa­ 
tions 
several 
hou rs 
before 
the 
headache begins. These pecu liar 
feelings may be of variou s kinds, 
su ch as v’sions of animals, ex ces­ 
sive hu nger or acu te depression. 
The individu al victim will u su ally 
have the same, or nearly the same, 
premonitory signs before each at­ 
tack. 
The headache is likely to start 
gradu ally bu t gets worse, spreads 


which the migraine victim has no 
control. 
Another recommendation is that 
one shou ld develop fu ller tolerance 
for other people. This is all part 
of developing a philosophy toward 
life which will make one's own 
daily attairs as mu ch in harmony 
with what goes on ou tside as is 
po.ssible. 
All this points u p the fact that 
there is no easy cu re for migraine. 
Bu t mu ch can be done to les.sen 
the frequ ency and the discomfort 
of migraine attacks.

Apparently 
TV’s Affinity 
Is For the 20’s 


By CHARLES MERCER 
NEW YORK <AV-Television has 
been disp laying an interesting af­ 
finity for the 1920s this season. 
Most recently there was the 
story of Helen Morgan, sup erbly 
p layed by Polly Bergen, on “Play­ 
house 9 0“ (CBS-TV). A few nights 
p r e v i ou s l y 
Mickey 
Rooney 
brought us George M. Cohan in 
“Mr. Broadway” over NBC-TV. 
A coup le of weeks before that 
NBC did the story of singer Gene 
Austin. 
“The Jazz Age,” narrated by 
the late Fred Allen, was the best 
of the “Project 20“ series this 
year. The works of F, Scott Fitz­ 
gerald, 
who 
so 
brilliantly 
ex­ 
p ressed the sp irit of the 1920s, 
have p roved a fertile source for 
TV drama. (This Thursday “Play­ 
house 9 0” will p resent his “Winter 
Dreams.”' 
Television’s p reoccup ation with 
the 1920s is p leasant because it’s 
one of the medium’s rare trends 
that does not seem to have been 
p lotted by the business offices. 
Actually, the decade strikes a 
nostalgic note with only a mino­ 
rity of viewers. 
For one thing the decade was 
the last that develop ed a number 
of colorful, p ersonally uninhibited 
p erformers whose lives and works 
have slip p ed far enough into the 
p ast to be available to TV. Young­ 
er viewers may be unfamiliar 
with them, but they’re interested. 
It was a rare p erson under 30 
who had heard of Gene Austin be­ 
fore NBC resurrected him. Al­ 
most as rare were the young 
p eop le who had heard of Helen 
Morgan. 
More significant, however, 
is 
the sp irit of the 1920s, as it is 
recalled to us. It was the last 
romantic decade before dep res­ 
sion and wars and international 
resp onsibilities taught us that the 
sky does have a limit. It began 
with a bang and ended with a 
whimp er. 
Interestingly, 
those 
TV 
p ro­ 
grams about characters and in­ 
cidents of the decade which at­ 
temp t a measure of transcribing 
its mood have generally been suc­ 
cessful. Those that ignore the 
temp er of the times have gener­ 
ally been unsuccessful. 
'Thus, a measure of the ac­ 
comp lishment of the Helen Mor­ 
gan story on “Playhouse 9 0” re­ 
sulted from its transcribing some­ 
thing 
about 'the mood 
of her 
times. Thus, too, a measure of the 
failure 
of “Mr. Broadway” re­ 
sulted from its refusal to p resent 
the mood of the times in which 
George M. Cohan did his finest 
work.
